Miss Stull, who is middle-aged, 
was quoted by the Mayor as saying 
the men had knocked her uncon- 
scious, twisted her knees, and 
struck her on the back of the head. 

She said that she was taken some 
distance by seven nien in an auto- 
mobile. They returne! later and 
took her automobile. 

Then, she’ continued, the abduc- 
tors stopped her automobile at the 
edge of Newhampton, where they 
got out. She drove on to Alta 
Vista, from where she telephoned 
the authorities. 

The authorities announced chat 
nine men had been arrested and 
that two others were sought in son- 
nection with the kidnaping. 

The abduction followed dissatis- 
faction of the men over pay they 
were receiving from the city for 
emergency relief work. 

About 50 or 75 men entered the 
City Hall just after Mrs. Lucille 
Toepfer, Miss Stull’s assistant, ar- 
rived.

end of the month. All taxes due 
and payable have been paid, and, 
in addition, taxes have been paid 
in advance where discounts are al- 
lowed. 

The record of all delinquent 
loans has been checked, and a spe- 
cial effort is being made to collect 
delinquent interest. Where it ap- 
pears advisable, the receiver has 
resorted to foreclosure proceedings 
to protect the company's interests. 
“As a going concern the associa- 
tion could function at less cost and 
to better advantage than in receiv- 
ership,” Wagner states. “Liquida- 
tion on this market would be ruin- 
ous, and therefore should sot be 
thought of, except as a last resort,” 
he asserts. 

The Shareholders’ Committee. 
which has the approval of Judge 
Charles A. Hendricks of the Vernon 
County Circuit Court, joins the re- 
ceiver in urging reorganization 
rather than receivership. The com- 
mittee is seeking power of attor- 
ney from the more than 40,000 
members of the association with a 
view to taking whatever steps ap- 
pear to the best interests of all.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 22.—The 
Federal Government’s financial 
plight is reflected in a statement 
issued today by the Treasury on 
internal revenue collections for the 
fiscal year ended last June 30. To- 
tal collections from all sources for 
that year were $1,557,042.64, as 
compared with $2,428,228,764.22 
for the previous fiscal year. 
decline was $870,499,711.58. 

By far the greatef part of this 
loss resulted from the $803,283,799 
drop in the collections of. corpora- 
tions and individual income taxes. 
From these sources $1,056.756,697 
was received for the 1932 fiscal 
year, as against $1,860,040,497 the 
preceding year. 

Collections from miscellaneous 
taxes, which include all the sources 
of internal revenue except the in- 
come tax, fell from $568,1838,256 to 
$500,972,345—a decline of $67,215,- 
914.

Revenue Falls. 

The cigarette tax for 1932 yield- 
ed $317,564,739, of which about 
two-thirds was paid in the State of 
North Carolina. There was a de- 
cline of $41,396,262 in the cigarette 
tax yield from 1931 to 1932. 

With two exceptions alli the other 
sources produced less in 1932 than 
in the previous year. These excep- 
tions were in the small item of 
grape brandy used for fortifying

The. wage 

spread between employment and 

wages means that many of the 

workers were employed part time. 

The Industrial Information Bul- 
letin, published by the Employ- 
ment Service, announced that “a 
decided upward trend occurred in 
the textile industry, especially no- 
ticeable in mills manufacturing 
woolen and worsted goods, rayon 
and silk products and hosiery. The 
Bureau of Statistics figures showed 
that in the textile industry em- 
ployment decreased from 58.6 in 
June to 65.3 in July and that pay- 
rolls decreased from 35.2 to 31.1. 
Employment in the silks goods 
group increased only from 41.2 to 
41.4. Employment in hosiery and 
knit goods decreased from 74.7 to 
67.5, and wages decreased from 
49.1-to 40.4. Employment in wool- 
en and worsted goods did increase 
from 49.2 to- 56.9, but wages in- 
creased only from 31.6 to 38.4. The 
1926 index of 100 was used by the 
bureau. 

Other Statistics Ignored. 

The Employment Service also ig- 
nored the Bureau of Statistics fig- 
ures in stating “very little change 
occurred in the volume of employ- 
ment in the iron and steel mills, 
and operating schedules remained 
far below normal; however, slight 
increases were noted in a few dis- 
tricts. : 

The Bureau of Statistics figures 
flatly contradicted this announce 
ment. The Bureau reported that 
employment in the iron and steel 
industry slumped from 54.9 to 51.6 
and that wages décreased from 26.9 
to 23.1. 

Secretary Woak’s Bureau report- 
ed: “The upttrn in coal mining in 
a number of the anthracite fields 
resulted in the return to work of 
several thousand miners, but this 
improvement was not reflected in 
the bituminous area.” This is an 
adroitiy worded statement which 
leaves the impression that there has 
been a general improvement in the 
entire anthraci‘: coal industry. The 
Bureau of Statistics commenting on 
ali the industries reporting, said: 

“The most pronounced falling-off 
in employment over the month in- 
terval, 16.1 per cent, was reported 
in the anthracite mining group.” 

Increase in Gold Mining. 

The Employment Service dis- 
missed the decline in metalliferous 
mining by stating that this indus- 
try remained far below normal, ex- 
cept in the mining of gold, which 
showed some increase in produc- 
tion and employment. The Bureau 
of Statistics reported that employ- 
ment in this group decreased 8.3 
per cent from June to July. 

The bureau announced increased 
seasonal activity in the canning and 


preserving industry, which was re- 


flected both in employment and 


| payrolls, and stated that there had 


been substantial increases in em- 
ployment and payrolls in the build- 
ing construction group. 

“Two additional groups, crude 
petroleum producing and hotels,” 


the bureau continued, “reported |

The Weather Bird has chirped 
his daily comments on politics, 
sport, fashion, the triumphs of sei- 
ence and the vicissitudes of war 
and’diplomacy. But always, he has 
kept his weather eye on the 
weather. 


The daily official forecast item 


nest. die has chiseled his way into 
its cold type, first for a modest 
inch and one-half, and later for 
more room, up to the present allot- 
ment of 2% inches by 13-16 of 
an inch. 

To the right, in the daily item, 
comes the “Fair and warmér,” or 
“Partly cloudy” of the ‘United 
States Weather Bureau, for St. 
Louis and vicinity, with the accom- 
panying predictions for Missouri 
and Illinois. To the left, thé squat 
fofm, hyphenated legs and spread- 
ing soles of the Weather Bird, and 
his thought for the day. * 


His first thought, naturally, is 
the weather, but the weather is a 
fickle subject for a comment that 
must appear all day. If the bird 
complains of the heat, a cooling 
shower may come before one-haitf 
the papers have reached their read- 
érs; or if he groans with rheumatic 
forebodings of a long wet spell, the 
sun may reappear with derisive 
glare while the task of distribution 


is going on. 
| The Weather Bird is an ardent 
fan, but if he flaps his wings 
over yesterday's game won, he may 
only aggravate the grief of fandom 
over today’s double-header lost.
